'the attack on Cainta.

Hall's Men Tight Sard. 


Manila, "Jan. 5.— With part of the 


Fourth cavalry, the Oregon and Wy- 
oming 'volunteers, the Ninth 
Infantry 


.and guns-of the First and Sixth a.r\i\- 
lery, Gen. Hall left the pumping station 
»t 5 o'clock Saturday morning to fight 
his way over the hills to Antipolo. 


Gen. 
Lawton 's plan was to 'have Gen. 


Hall drive the native troops from 'Anti- 
polo toward Laguna de Bay and finally 
-attack them in the rear, while a strong 
force from Paslg . should attack their 
front at Taytay. 


It was a magnificent plan, aa 
the 


strong forces-of Insurgents there might 
be crushed, but It failed of complete 
. success because It took seven hours for 
Hall's troops to cover th« distance ex- 
•pected to have been made in two, and 
-«ave the insurcents time to get oir.. 


The failure of Hall to get, through An- 
tipolo was due to "a fight in..the hills 
four miles out of that town. The Ore- 
gon regiment and the detachment of 
the Fourth cavalry suffered somewhat 
In the encounter.

The.insurgents fired upon the attack- 


Ing column from strong trenches high 
up on the.mountain side, and, although 
driven from their strongholds, kept up 
a running fight for several hours. At 2 
o'clock in the afternoon 
the

ington, started from Pasig for Tay- 
tay.

From the'heights above the pumping 


station Gen. Lawton could see and di- 
rect both columns over the sweep of 
the beautiful .San Mateo. valley. . Just 
as Hall's command disappeared . over 
the hills in the distance Wballey's 
black column came in sight, moving 
with great rapidity. Almost before one 
realized it the column had swept with 
its skirmishing line clear across four 
miles of valley toward Taytay.

Taytay an-d Cainta have retreated to 
tho Morong peninsula, 
where It is 


•hoped to.- catch them between Hall's 
and Whalley's columns. 


The Americans found the roads im- 


passable for wagons from Antipolo to 
Taytay. A number of wagons belong- 
ing to the comm-issary department and 
some containing 'ammunition for the 
artillery became'Imbedded in the mud 
so 
firmly that Capt.'Hawthorne or- 


dered them burned in order to prevent 
them falling Into the hands of the in- 
surgents.

It seems that in 1S95 
an American firm made a twenty 
years' contract with the municipal 
council for lighting of the city. 
It 


wag to supply 140 2,000-candle power 
arc lamps and 
1,000 
twenty-candle 


power incandescent lamps for $60.250 
(Mexican) per annum. The contract 
provided that the lamps should burn 
every-night and all night (L e., from 20 
minutes after sunset to 20 minutes af:- 
er sunrise). The city lighting covers 
all streets on both • sides of the Pasig 
river, except a Jew in several native 
quarters of the town. As might be ex- 
pected, the private lighting service has 
grown largely, and . includes, ' besides 
many arcs, about 6,000 incandescents. 
Some of the city residences have as 
many as 200 lights each- Since the 
Americans took possession of the city 
the electric light company has been 
busy day and night. 'The-barracks se- 
lected'for the troops had to 'be lighted, 
and the churches, cock pits and "go- 
downs," or warehouses, appropriated 
as quarters for the soldiers, had Lo be 
wired and connected with the lighting 
system. The Chinese merchants 
quick to fiee the advantages of having 
a flood of electric light in their stores 
and In one of the business quarters 
there are over 2,000 incandescahts In a 
space ot about four blocks. The agent 
oi the electric company happened to 


j be In Yokohama when the news came 
that Dewey's fleei had 
sailed 
from 


Hongkong for Manila. He was at once 
applied to for electric fane for 
the 


ships of the fleet, and managed to se- 
cure about twenty. Subsequently he 
bought back at a handsome premium 
fifty more that he had just delivered 
to a customer, and the -whole consign- 
ment waa shipped immediately to Ma- 
nila, where they were a godsend to the 
officers aboard ship, who had already 
begun ' to experience the Intense.. dis- 
comfort, which Is inseparable from liv- 
ing in cramped Quarters in a t.roi>4cal 
climate, ...
